At a meeting held December 
6, approximately 40 Albany res- 
idents, members of the group, 
Citizens for Better Parkland, 
elected officers and determined 
what the function and policies 
of their organization woud be. 

The group, whose primary 
concern is the Albany Hill park- 
land issue, elected Louis Bell as 
permanent chairman, Mrs. Ann 
Berry as secretary, and Mr. 
Bruce Thompson as. treasurer, 
An executive committee which 
will coordinate the groups ac- 
tivities was also elected during 
the Thursday night meeting. 

In a major policy decision the 
members unanimously voted to 
bar the organization from en-

dorsing or campaigning for in- 
dividuals seeking public office. 
Chairman Louis Bell, in citing 
reasons for not engaging in po- 
litical campaigns said it would 
be difficult for a group this size 
to agree on two candidates.

namely two to three acres on 
top of the Hill owned by Golden 
Gate Hill Development Corp. 
Contending that the 1.1 acre 
which was purchased by I.G.C. 
and ‘donated to the city is 
worthless without the addition- 
al hilltop acreage, the commit- 
tee agreed to ask the city coun- 
cil to seek ways of including the 
Golden Gate Hill property in 
the proposed Hill parkland.

test the legality of the land deal 
and that their immediate con- 
cern is gathering further legal 
opinions regarding the planned 
suit.

Warning Issued 
By Fire Dept. 


The Albany Fire Prevention 
Bureau is alerting local citizens 
to the hazards of storing extra 
gasoline in their homes and au- 
tomobiles due to the energy 
shortage our country is facing. 

Section 147. (a) in part of our 
Fire Code states: “No person 
shall store above ground more 
than one gallon of Class “1” 
liquids except as otherwise spe- 
cified in this code. Gasoline is 
a class 1 liquid which means 
in effect, that in no dwelling 
shall there be stored more than 
one gallon of gasoline, and fur- 
ther that it should be stored in 
an approved metal container. 
Anything in excess of one gal- 
lon is a violation of this Fire 
Code. It should be noted that 
the explosive power of one gal- 
lon of gasoline has been com- 
pared to that of 14 sticks of 
dynamite. Fuel and its vapors 
are soon parted and even a safe- 
ty valve is powerless to prevent 
a fire once gasoline vapors have 
escaped through a relief vent 
and an ignition source is pres- 
ent. 

In a controlled demonstration, 
two safety experts placed a 
safety can full of gasoline in 
the trunk of an automobile, left 
the engine running and moved 
to a safe distance to wait and 
observe. Within twenty min- 
utes the entire back end of the 
car was blown off in an explos- 
ion. The two experts reasoned 
that as the car became warmer 
the gas expanded and generated 
enough pressure to force vapors 
out of the vented cap. In the 
closed car trunk these vapors 
soon reached explosive propor- 
tions and only needed an igni- 
tion source to set off an explos- 
ion, This could also happen in a 
person’s home or garage, which 


_ could turn a minor fire into a 


major loss of life and property. 
Should any citizen of our city 
have any question concerning 
their safety regarding any as- 
pect of the energy shortage 
please call the fire prevention 
bureau at 525-7141, 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commision recently 
warned hoarding of fuel can 
create serious household haz- 
ards because of improper stor- 
age and misuse of gasoline. Ac- 
cording to the commision an es- 
timated 25,000 persons sought 
emergency room treatment last 
year for injuries associated 
with liquid fuels, including gas- 
oline, kerosene, lighter fluid 
and charcoal starter. More than 
half were related to gasoline.

Anyone questioning the 
legality of a door-to-door solici- 
tor may call the police to see if 
he or she holds a City of Al- 
bany permit.

The second, written by 
Ann Berry, requested that a de- 
tailed presentation of the back- 
ground of the parkland be made 
at Open Space Public Hearing 
slated for next Monday night 
together with people involved in 
the decision-making. 


Capt. Gonzalves Warns 
Of Xmas Tree Hazards 


Captain Ray Gonzalves of the 
Albany Fire Prevention Bureau 
is issuing the following satety 
hints for a safe Christmas. 


THE CHRISTMAS TREE: 

1. Be sure to obtain a fresh 
tree a few days before Christ- 
mas. Test it to see if the needles 
may be dried out and already 
falling. Cut the trunk diagon- 
ally—a little above the original 
cut, Keep the tree in water or 
wet dirt or sand until used. Use 
a stand that contains water, 
and keep it filled. 

2. Make sure the tree is not 
located near a fireplace, radi- 
ator, stove, television set, or 
any other source of heat. Never 
block any exits by placing a 
tree in the line of traffic. Re- 
member these same rules if you 
assist in decorating a church, 
school or assembly room. 

3. Use only lights and wiring 
with the Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories label. Make sure that ex- 
tension cords, if used, do not 
present a tripping hazard. Nev- 
er overload circuits by having 
too many plugs in one outlet. 
Check lighting sets from previ- 


ous years for frayed wires, 
loose connections, and broken 
sockets, 


4. Many tragic fires start 
when there iis no one at home or 
when the family is in bed. For 
this reason, do not leave the 
lights burning for too long a 
period of time, and always turn 
them off when you retire for 
the night. 

5. Candles should never be 
used on your tree. Angel hair 
and snow spray can ‘be flam-

mable if they are used together 
in decorations. You may use 
one on a tree, but never both. 
Electric lights should not be 
used on metal trees because of 
the danger of electrocution. 

6. Glass, metal, or non-com- 
bustible materials are safest for 
decorations. If you use cotton 
batting, or a sheet under the 
tree, or paper and cloth for cos- 
tuming of children, treat them 
to make them fire resistant. 
Mix a solution of nine ounces of 
borax, and four ounces of boric 
acid powder in one gallon of 
water. Dip the fabric in solu- 
tion. Wring by hand, and hang 
to dry. 

7. It is possible to purchase 
commercial spftays which will 
make your tree more fire re- 
sistant. It is important that on- 
ly chemicals approved by the 
State Fire Marshal’s Office be 
purchased and used. To secure 
the names of these products 
contact your local fire depart- 
ment. 

8. Don’t smoke near the tree, 
and be sure those cigarette 
butts are disposed of safely. 

9. Take the tree down when 
needles start to fall. A dry tree 
can burn in less than 27 sec- 
onds. 

10. Many of these suggestions 
apply to the use of greenery in 
decorating mantels, buffet tops 
or tables. If greenery is to be 
used safely, it should never be 
placed near hot objects or used 
with candles. In the midst of 
entertaining, a lighted candle, 
forgotten by excitement and 
haste, can quickly ignite your 
beautiful centerpiece. Use hurr- 
icane lamps over your candles 
as a simple, effective safety 
measure.
